Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: If the applicant wishes to rely upon the impurity levels then they 
shoul;d use the language "a few parts per million". If the applicant wishes to relie upon the intensity of the exposure, 
then the claims should state the intensity of the exposure, not the power of the laser. The claims describe the exposure 
ot a PTR glass with UV to generate color centers, which are then bleached usng visible light and the result 
thermodeveloped. The process seems to be a reversal process from the exposures of Efimov et al. where the UV 
exposure is performed and then the thermodevelopment process performed. In both cases the areas exposed to only 
the UV would have a decreased refractive index after thermo development cause crystallization about the nucleation 
centers prduced in the UV exposure, while the refractive index of the unexposed areas would remain unchanged (and 
higher) and similarly areas exposed to both the UV and visible light would have higher refractive index than the areas 
exposed to only the UV (due to reduced occurrence of crystallization). It is known in the art to generate color centers in 
photosensitive glasses and then bleach these as evidenced by Araujo et al. '404, but the thermodevelopment process 
is not used and the intensities of the bleaching exposures of Araujo et al.tend to be low -0.15-0.8 W/cm A 2 which are 
insufficient to involve a non-linear mechanism, such as two photon absorption.The applicant should consider describing 
the destrction of the nucleation centers (for later crystalization) using a non-linear mechanism as discussed on page 20 
of the specification. The applicant may wish to draft a claim to the composition used in the examples including its 5 
ppm impurity limit. The intensity at the sample and effect (non-linear mechanism and destruction of the nucleation 
centers) should appear in all the independent claims to describe the invention clearly and distinguish over the prior art 
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
